Puzzle 4 

The numbers at the top represent the time stamp for the 
email from the future. This time stamp is split up into 
four sections: the year, the hour, the minutes and the date, 
respectively. If you create four copies of the grid (one for 
each section of the time stamp) and black out all of the 
numbers that don’t appear in each given section, the 
shapes of the remaining boxes spell out an English word. 


2020 makes “С,” 00 makes “O,” 00 makes “O,” and, 
finally, 0725 makes “L.” Put them together and they 
spell out the word “COOL.” 


Puzzle 5 

Understanding and solving this puzzle requires a 
knowledge of the phonetic reading of kanji. The 
phonetic reading of the Japanese word on one side 
of the arrow (оп the right, left and then the right 
again) includes a word that when paired with 

the word on the other side reflects the passage of 
time. For example, the word “Fall” on the right 

is part of the full Japanese word on that line. 

Fall matches with “Summer” on the left, because 
fall comes after summer. Following this pattern, 
Kaguya deduces that since the word “Afternoon” is 
embedded in the word on the right in the last line, 
the word on the left should be the word “Morning.” 


Puzzle 6: 

In this puzzle, if you take the last hiragana letter of each 
of the words mentioned (doryoku, yuujou and shouri), you 
get kuuri. Adding ki to this makes kuuriki, which means 
“aerodynamics”—which is related to “flying.”
